pistol, ma ga tine gun or cannon. All 
soldiers now dig trenches, guu pits and 
the like, but construction work, requir- 
ing higher technical training, is done 
by the euslneers, successors to the sap- 
pers of old. In many Vlnds of construc- 
tion the engineers may be aided bj 
troops of other branches and by civil 
hus, hired or Impressed.—Washington

H 
lins been found necessary to erect spe- 
cial machinery for the manufacture of 
tho paper required. This gigantic work 
will ho printed by steam lu chnmctera 
of gold, no ordinary printing Ink being 
uaed In tho process. Only a hundred 
copies,will bo issued, and theso will 
icrvo to adorn tho principal libraries 
In England.;' You will not find Umt 
book lu any public or private library. 


Pearli. 


Tho uso and iwpularlty ot pearls date 


back lo about 300 II. C., hut they were 
known to yet older peoples, ami espe- 
cially to thoso of the east. The Chinese 
records go still farther back, nnd oys- 
ter pearls were received ns tribute In 
the twenty-third century B. C. It Is 
probable that they were found in the 
waters of Ceylon 
and India 'iOOO 


years ago, nud the Greeks of course 
both knew and recognlicd Iho value of 
Ihc pearl. 
Hut It was not until the 


Itoman empire wns beginning to rise 
that the knowledge of the value of the 
pcnrl became general. 


A Code That Wai Remarkable For Itt 


Beneficent Simplicity. 


Among the most remarkable laws of 


the Incas were thoso concerning Inxn- 
Uon. Tho principal feature of those 
laws was that taxes were not paid lu 
money, hut In work and In produce, 
whether manufactured or grown. The 
Inca emperors thought II unjust to de- 
mand that taxes should bojvild hi any 
kind of commodity that the people could 
not produce by their own personal la- 
bor, 


The iwoplo also paid another sort of 


tribute. They made clothes, shoos and 
nnus for the soldiers and for tho poor 
who could not work themselves owing 
to ngo or infirmity. The cloth wns 
msdo of wool from the Uocks of llamas 
that abounded In Iho mountains. On 
tho plains of the Bcacoast, where the 
clltualo Is warm and they do not dress 
In woolens, the people made cotton 
cloths, the cotton being supplied from 
tbo crops of the emperor. Tho shoes 
were made In tho provinces where 
ahies were most abundant, for they 
wero made of tho leaves of a ireo 
called maguey. Each province furnish- 
ed Us dwu produce, and uo province 
bad lo supply anything that did not be- 
long lo it. 


There was n mandate that forbade 


H'geary and destitution; that, of course, 
followed upon due provision of their 
laws. Kvcry citizen was provided for 
theoretically and practically. No tann 
need he Idle; no mnn need lack land or 
teed or Implements for cultivation; 
therefore no one was permitted to hep. 
It any were found doing so it was 
rlear proof of idleness, for the Incapa- 
ble were provided for, and contempt 
nnd punishment were meted out on all 
tramps, vagabonds and !dlcre,-"Thi> 
Secret of the Pacific."

The disturbance of water courses may 
bring about tho Infection of wells and 
surface supplies wllh sewage, and In- 
terference with ventilation of houses 
may result from the accumulation of 
ejected materials. Tho moral depres- 
sion from fear, with hunger fixnn tho 
cutting off ot food supplies, may have 
tho effect by lessening tlie resistance 
of the organization to infection.—Ex- 
change.

About.one-third of 
the area is virgin limberland, and, 
while most of this remainder has bujn 
cut over or culled, much valuable tim- 
ber Isislanding on It also. In 1914 tho 
purchases approved comprised 891. 
acrej at the relatively low price of $1.90 
per ncre. Areas in which land is to tx; 
purchased have been dedicated alho in 
Alabama, Maine, ;iml Maryland, hut 
no purchases in these stales have yet 
been approved by the Commission.

tractive scenery and afToru delightful 
places in which lo travel or rest, Some 
of the most attractive spots havo been 
inaccessible, but the roads and Brails 
which are being built by the Forest 
Service will make it easier lo reach 
Ihem.

[permanent camp sites, or places in 
which to erect resorts, may obtain them 
on payment of a moderate fee/ Other 
special uses which do not injure tho 
forests are likewise permitted, and 
demands for such uses havo already 
been made in considerable volume.
